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City grants 6-year, $246,000 tax abatement

The glass is half-full for the owner of a Tier I automo¬ 
tive supplier in Romulus that requested a 12-year tax 
abatement from the city at a public hearing Monday 
night 

That’s because council members approved a six-year 
tax break for Aztec Manufacturing, a supplier that creates 
precision cast iron forgings for the automotive industry. 
Council members also gave Frank Lopez, the owner of the 
company, the option to apply for another abatement six 
years from now. 

The break will give Lopez a 50 percent reduction in 
the assessed tax liability on a $3.2 million expansion at 
his Oakwood Street facility and ensure the company can 
retain 89 workers. The expansion should also create six 
new jobs at the company, Lopez said. 


“We’ve been in Romulus for a long time, and quite 
frankly, it would be a huge hassle to try to move,” he said. 
“We enjoy being here. But I need relief on the expansion - 
we’re doing this to accommodate new contracts.” 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff said the city is interested 
in doing anything it can to help keep companies in 
Romulus and maintain jobs for residents. 

“(Aztec) has been a good corporate neighbor for us, and 
I don’t see why anyone would object to this,” he said. 

Lopez said he was prepared to stay in Romulus if the 
abatement were denied. But the business owner - who 
said he trains nearly 100 percent of his workforce in the 
skilled trades and boasts only a 4 percent turnover among 
employees - said he has received calls from several com¬ 
munities both in and outside of Michigan. 

“I get calls from Macomb County and other places in 
the state, but economic developers in other states - partic¬ 
ularly in Ohio and down south - are calling all the time,” 


he said. “Yesterday I got a call from Virginia I think I get 
the calls from places in Michigan because we have cus¬ 
tomers there, but the others just come out of the blue.” 

Typical carrots used to lure manufacturers from town- 
to-town include tax breaks, cheaper labor and training 
grants, Lopez said. 

Aztec Manufacturing applied for the abatement in 
January. According to state law, tax abatements can be 
granted for no longer than 12 years. The city determined 
the company was eligible for a six-year break based on a 
points system that assessed the number of years the com¬ 
pany has been in the city, the amount of the abatement 
the tax dollars generated by the expansion and the num¬ 
ber of jobs provided. That information is then measured 
against set time intervals that determine the number of 
years the city will provide the tax break.

City yard waste pick-up ser¬ 
vices began on Monday in 
Romulus. 

Yard waste, which is different 
from regular trash, will be taken 
away by Waste Management on 
residents’ regular garbage day. 
However, trash deemed to be 
waste will be picked up by a dif¬ 
ferent truck to keep the contents 
of yard waste and regular trash 
separate. 

According to information 
obtained from city hall, residents 
who wish to dispose of yard waste 
must pick up a sticker from the city 
to put on a 20 to 32-gallon trashcan. 
Those that don’t have a trashcan, 
can obtain approved paper yard 
waste bags at several retail outlets. 
Plastic bags are prohibited. Cans 
that weigh more than 50 pounds 
will not be emptied. 

Acceptable yard waster in¬ 
cludes grass clippings, leaves, gar¬ 
den debris, and shrubs and bush¬ 
es less than 2 inches in diameter. 
Unacceptable items include sod, 
tree stumps, logs, wood, rocks and 
trash. Brush that is larger than 2 
inches in diameter should be 
bound with string. Bundles should 
not exceed 18 inches wide or 50 
pounds. 

Waste Management asks resi¬ 
dents to place trash and yard 
waste at opposite ends of the dri¬ 
veway so there is no confusioa 

Yard waste collection will run 
throughout November. Christmas 
trees will be picked ,up two weeks 
after the holiday on the regular 
garbage day.

Revitalized downtown envisioned for city

What do cities like Plymouth 
and Northville have to offer 
that Romulus doesn’t? Some 
might say Romulus lacks the 
hustle and bustle of a thriving 
downtown area 

But that’s about to change- 
downtown Romulus is about to 
get a face-lift 

Changes to the downtown 
area are already noticeable 
with the decorative antique-like 
streetlights that are being erect¬ 
ed along Goddard Road from 
Wayne Road to Five Points. It 
will cost about $500,000 to have 
the lights installed but it won’t 
cost the community any money. 
It is all part of a grant program 
to revitalize the area, said 
Mayor Alan Lambert 

Along with the lights, the city 
will be spruced up with $30,000 
to $50,000 worth of street 
trees—also funded by a grant 
program. 

During the last few years 
Lambert has also initiated an 
extensive clean-up program for 


the area. He said the plan is 
designed to update, clean up, 
move and remove buildings in 
the downtown vicinity in order 
to “change its image.” 

So far, so good. 

He said that about 20-22 
buildings have already gone 
through the process. The 
changes could make way for 
new development, too. 
Lambert said his administra¬ 
tion plans to offer grants to lure 
residential developers to con¬ 
struct Brownstone-like homes 
along the face of downtown. 

Another important aspect of 
the “new’ downtown will be the 
new senior center, located on 
Bibbins Street Workers recent¬ 
ly poured the foundation on the 
14,000-square-foot facility, 
which should be complete later 
this year. 

Another new addition to the 
area will be a 30 by 80 foot 
open-air pavilion located on 
Goddard Road. The pavilion 
could host a slew of new events 
like concerts in the park, a 
farmers market and possibly a 
spring festival event, according 


to Lambert 

According to the conceptual 
plans by Hamilton Anderson 
Associates, the south end of 
Hunt Street will be transformed 
into a larger paved parking 
area to cater to the needs for 
the historic park and adjoining 
areas while the rest will be 
turned into an open grassy 
area. The historic park also 
received a new addition when 
the 100-year-old Wabash 
Freight House was moved there 
in November 

It is currently undergoing a 
restoration process that will 
include a new roof and repairs 
to the walls, floor and rafters. A 
500-square-foot deck with a 
handicap accessible ramp lead¬ 
ing toward the C&O Caboose 
will also be constructed. The 
freight house, when done, could 
add another venue for commu¬ 
nity events, Lambert said. 

Along with the new lights 
and proposed street trees, there 
will be several other aesthetic 
changes to accompany the big-

No break-in 

at bill drop 
box, says city

Misinformation continues to 
proliferate about an alleged 
break-in at the Romulus City 
Hall drop box that holds resi¬ 
dents’ tax payments and water 
bills. 

Kathleen Trent, a spokesper¬ 
son for the city, said no break-in 
was reported regarding the drop 
box, so residents who may have 
dropped off their payments dur¬ 
ing the past three months do not 
have stop payment on their 
checks or take any steps to pro¬ 
tect their bank accounts. The 
confusion came after media out¬ 
lets reported allegations of theft 
levied by a resident in February. 

“One resident is alleging his 
payment was taken out of said 
box sometime in February,” she 
said. “His lack of payment and 
assessed late fee has been 
reverted to the county level. The 
resident’s complaint has been 
recorded. To date, his alleged 
lost money order has not been 
cashed out at any institutioa” 

City Treasurer Pam Kersey 
said no one else has reported a 
missing payment to the city. 

“The City of Romulus 
received numerous tax bill and 
water bill payments through the 
drop box without incident on a 
daily basis. In the history of the 
City of Romulus after hours pay¬ 
ment box, this as never hap¬ 
pened.” 

The payment drop box is 
located inside a locked area of 
city hall. The slot is located at 
the main door The city installed 
the box several years ago for 
people who cannot drop off pay¬ 
ments during business hours.

Group works to preserve 
automotive history in area

Since the early 1900s, automo¬ 
biles of various makes and models 
have traveled down assembly lines 
throughout Metro Detroit and onto 
roads nationwide. Now, a group of 
citizens is stepping up their cam¬ 
paign to have visitors and locals 
alike understand the historical sig¬ 
nificance the areas around them 
played in the evolution of the car 

According to Nancy Darga, 
chief steward of the MotorCities 
Automobile Heritage Area, simple 
curiosity sparked the first wave of 
action. After she had worked for 
Wayne County for 25 years in 
downtown Detroit, Darga learned 
that she was going to be trans¬ 
ferred to the Nankin Mills building 
in Westland. Rinding cuts had shut 
down the former nature center, 
and she found her new office with¬ 
out power or water and with 
boards nailed across the windows. 
Despite the rundown appearance, 
she was hooked. 

“I started asking questions 
about it,” she said. “It was a grist¬ 
mill in the 1800s and Henry (R>rd) 
bought it because he used to bring 
his father’s wheat there when he 
was a little boy. He made it one of 
his first village industry plants and 
they made automobile parts 


there.” 

Darga said that she began to 
realize that there were similar 
sites throughout the area that 
were also facing destruction due to 
neglect, lack of funding, or disin¬ 
terest 

“I got wind of the fact that they 
wanted to tear down the mills,” 
said Darga “I thought that would 
be very sad because they were 
such a unique part of American 
history—it would be like trying to 
bulldoze Bunker Hill.” 

She partnered with Don 
Werling, then the director of the 
Henry Ford Fairlane Estate in 
Dearborn, to save the threatened 
mills. In 1989, they received a 
grant from the state to create the 
Fbrd Heritage Trail, which guided 
tours toward several key loca¬ 
tions—including the mills. While 
the tours began as a virtual who’s 
who of abandoned buildings, 
things began to change quickly as 
people learned more about the 
history in their backyards. 

“Once we told everybody how 
important that part of our history 
was, people started renovating the 
mills,” said Daiga The Friends of 
Nankin Mills group, for instance, 
helped to raise money for the facil¬ 
ity as well as its reopening as a 
nature center. Phoenix Mill in 
Northville Township became a 


maintenance yard for the Wayne 
County Road Commission, and the 
Northville Mill was reopened as 
an office space. 

While the changes were reas¬ 
suring to the supporters of the 
grassroots effort, they weren’t 
enough. Werling and Darga went 
before Congress several times in 
an attempt to have the metro area 
recognized nationally as one of the 
23 heritage areas in the United 
States. Finally, in 1998 they got 
their wish—national and interna¬ 
tional recognition for the role 
Detroit and the car has played 
throughout the years. 

“Ironically, the international 
community is very interested in us, 
and hopefully our own people will 
become more aware,” she said. 
“The real challenge for us has 
always been to make our own peo¬ 


ple aware of how we put the world 
on wheels—and how we actually 
changed the way the world func¬ 
tions.” 

It isn’t the auto industry itself 
that fascinates her so much as it is 
the impact that industry had on 
the lives of the people around it 

“When you talk about the evolu¬ 
tion of the auto industry, you have 
to remember that men gave up 
their lives on the Miller Road 
Bridge in Dearborn fighting for 
workers’ rights,” said Darga. “It 
was a very, very world-changing 
event that took place here when 
the unions worn It changed forever 
the concept of workers’ rights. You 
weren’t a servant of an industry— 
you were a part of the industry.” 

During World War II Phoenix 
Mill— which hired only women— 
provided the country with women 


who took their place as Rosie the 
Riveter in the munitions factories 
at Willow Run Airport for the 
duration of the war 

While the group is currently 
partnered with communities 
stretching from Windsor through 
the Irish Hills— including area 
towns like Northville, Plymouth, 
Canton, Wayne, and Westland— 
they are still trying to branch out 
even further in an attempt to offer 
a broader, more accurate glimpse 
of the past 

For now, they have set their 
sights on wayside signs that will 
help give travelers a better idea 
what roles the historic buildings 
they target played in the nation’s 
history.

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A conversation with... Greg Laurain

If there’s one thing that Sgt 
Greg Laurain from the Van 
Buren Township Police 
Department learned during 
his 10 weeks of training at the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) Academy, 
it was never say “no com¬ 
ment” to a reporter. 

“The number one point 
they told us in our mass media 
class was to always give them 
something and make sure it’s 
the truth,” he said. 

But after advanced inves¬ 
tigative and management 
classes, along with weekly fit¬ 
ness training, Laurain brought 
a lot more information than 
that back to the department 
He, along with 243 officers 
from 49 states, the District of 
Columbia, 28 international 
countries and several military 
organizations, recently gradu¬ 
ated from the academy pro¬ 
gram in Quantico, Virginia 
“This is something that I’ve 
always wanted to accomplish 
in my career,” said Laurain. 

“We were very fortunate to 
have a member of our depart¬ 
ment represent us for this 
very prestigious training 
opportunity,” said Gerry 
Champagne, public safety 
director for the township. “I 
had the opportunity to attend 
the graduation for Sgt. 
Laurain and it was clear to me 
he did an outstanding job rep¬ 
resenting the Van Buren 
Township Police Department 
and ourprofessioa” 

Laurain’s training was not 
as a field agent, but concen¬ 
trated on managerial skills. 
The program is provided by 
FBI academy instructional 
staff, special agents and other 
staff members holding 
advanced degrees, many of 
whom are recognized interna¬ 
tionally in their fields of 
expertise. 

“The three things they pro¬ 
mote are: networking with 
other agencies, academics 
and physical fitness,” said 
Laurain. “Overall it was great 
and I recommend it to any law 
enforcement officer.” 

But, only a small percent¬ 
age of people get the opportu¬ 
nity, he said. On ah average, 
officers who attend the FBI 
academy have 19 years of 
experience in law enforce¬ 
ment The average wait to be 
invited to attend the academy 
is four years. 

“Only six people from 
Michigan got to attend this 
year, so when it comes up, you 
better take it” he said. 

Laurain was more than 
ready. 

In 1982, he joined the Van 
Buren Township Police force 
as a part-time reserve. Since 
the department was only part- 
time then, he also worked as a 
paramedic. Laurain quickly 
moved up the ranks becoming 
a full-time officer and then a 


sergeant of investigations, his 
current rank. 

He has also been a part of 
the Western Wayne County 
Special Operations Team, 
which represents Belleville, 
Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, Plymouth, 
Canton, Northville, Wayne, 
Westland, Romulus and 
Inkster, for more than 18 
years. Currently, he serves as 
the group commander 

“During my 22 years with 
the department I’ve had the 
opportunity to do many things 
so I feel very lucky,” he said. 
“I’ve always had an eye for 
police work and at an early 
age I had to make the decision 
of a career change. Van Buren 
Township gave me that oppor¬ 
tunity to do so. I knew it was 
my calling.” 

Laurain wouldn’t reveal 
any of the secrets that the FBI 
taught, but he did say the orga¬ 
nization is not as secretive as 
people perceive it to be. 


“The perception that 
comes from TV shows and 
movies are sensationalized. 
The role of the FBI is now 
more focused on terrorism. 
It’s just the nature of the job,” 
he said. “We learned that 
problems within a police 
department are the same 
everywhere, just on a differ¬ 
ent scale, no matter what size 
the agency.” 

Now, Laurain said he 
wants to bring back his experi¬ 
ence to the Van Buren 
Township Police Department, 
where he is the first one to 
receive this training. 

“It has made me more well- 
rounded and knowledgeable 
for the department,” said 
Laurain. ‘Through this expe¬ 
rience I have created a net¬ 
work of people around the 
world. I hope that others will 
be able to participate in the 
FBI program. It’s nice to have 
that persona in the depart¬ 
ment”

Pair returns from trip 
to aid tsunami victims

From Dallas to L.A., L.A. to 
Taiwan, Taiwan to Hong-Kong, 
Hong-Kong to Bangkok, and final¬ 
ly, from Bangkok to Phuket, 
Thailand, Kari Mizer and Krista 
Pancone traveled all the way from 
Belleville to help rebuild broken 
homes and spir¬ 
its that were 
washed away 
during the De¬ 
cember tsuna¬ 
mi. 

“The hardest 
part was seeing 
the people after¬ 
wards and hear¬ 
ing what they 
had to go 
through,” said 
Pancone “It was 
rough seeing 
their reality.” 

Through the Global 
Expeditions organization, a 
Christian mission group, these col¬ 
lege freshmen joined 103 others 
on the trip to Phuket from March 
12 - 21 . 

Once in Thailand, Mizer and 
Pancone said they were not pre¬ 
pared for what was in store, but 
what they found, to their surprise, 
was that the Thai people wel¬ 
comed outside help and the unfa¬ 
miliar faces. 

“It was incredible to hear them 
say they were going to just pick-up 
and move forward,” said Mizer. 
“These are truly the most selfless 
people I’ve ever met They bent 
over backwards to accommodate 
us. It’s amazing how well you can 


still communicate even though you 
don’t speak the same language.” 

But they certainly had their 
work cut out for them. Depending 
on which village they were in, 
cement pillars were found 
crushed, houses were tilted over 
and debris was scattered on the 
beach floor. More than 500 people 
died in just one of the villages they 
visited, Pancone 
said. 

“They would 
separate things 
into sortable and 
not sortable 
piles to be 
burned because 
they don’t have 
anywhere else to 
put it,” she said. 
“Some villages 
weren’t as devas¬ 
tated as others, 
but saying that is 
not giving it justice.” 

“Unfortunately, reports of 
another earthquake hitting them 
happens about eveiy week now so 
they live in so much fear. Many 
have bags packed in case they 
have to leave,” said Mizer 

Volunteers from all over the 
world came together to help 
rebuild homes, bridges and boats 
that were lost in the tsunami, but 
the most rewarding part of the trip 
for Pancone, she said, was working 
with the childrea They purchased 
toys and other gifts for the chil¬ 
dren with the extra money that 
was generated through their 
fundraising efforts, she said. 

“Their lives are now founded 
on tragedy and destruction, so to 
offer them this joy really put a

smile on their faces,” said 
Pancone. “The older children took 
care of the younger ones. They 
have a strong sense of community.” 

As they walked up and down 
the beach picking up trash, finding 
diaper bags, coaches, shoes and 
other belongings, Pancone and 
Mizer said they realized that these 
belonged to people killed in the 
disaster. 

“It’s hard to know that there’s 
only so much we can do,” said 
Mizer. “I fell in love with these 
people and-as foreign and differ¬ 
ent from us as they may be-they 
are still the person next door.” 

“I have a passion to help people 
understand that there is more 
beyond the U.S. border,” she 
added. “Going on these trips I can 
equate this different kind of love 
with helping people and it’s 
important to bring that back Other 
people can do it too; it’s just up to 
the priorities you make. There’s a 
whole other world out there and a 
lot we can learn from it”

‘Licensed’ education 
supporters are sought 

Help may be on the way for school districts throughout the state. 

Legislation was introduced last month by State Sen. Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton) that could bring more money to schools, which 
have labored under the burdens of increasing costs and relatively 
stagnant revenue streams. 

The legislation. Senate Bill (SB) 349, would allow drivers to pur¬ 
chase a special license plate that would provide more funds to the 
School Aid Fund. Emblazoned with the logo: ‘I support better educa¬ 
tion,’ it would be similar to fundraising plates in other states or those 
currently available in Michigan that provide fundraising opportuni¬ 
ties for charitable groups and the University of Michigan.

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Living In the pools, perhaps 
we forget about the sea 



- I expected a packed meeting room at Northville 
Township Hall Monday night when the Economic 
Development Corporation (EDC) gathered to dis¬ 
cuss a proposed land swap between Northville 
Township and developer Grand Sakwa 

I wasn’t disappointed, either - at least in that 
respect 

The proposal would exchange about 15 acres the 
township owns at the corner of Five Mile and 
Sheldon roads with about 168 acres optioned by 
Sakwa north of Five Mile Road on either side of 
Ridge Road. The only stipulation is that the town¬ 
ship re-zone the parcel from residential to commer¬ 
cial use, something that has understandably upset 
the residents that live nearby in $500,000 homes. 

Township officials have pursued the idea, which 
Sakwa brought to their attention, not to bring more 
commercial or retail space into the township, but to 
provide the potential for a large revenue stream 
later on; a revenue stream that would ultimately 
help keep taxes lower for all 22,000 residents of the 
township. 

My feelings are mixed, about the meeting 
Monday night and the proposal as a whole. 

First of all, I can’t stand the phrase: We’ve all got 
long memories, come election time. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter where I hear it or under what circumstances, 
the underlying threat that officials have to listen to 


a particular group of people or be ousted from 
office is just uncalled for. 

Now, before anyone accuses me of saying elect¬ 
ed officials shouldn’t have to listen to their resi¬ 
dents, that’s not what I meant or intended - or said, 
for that matter Of course they should listen to resi¬ 
dents, all residents. But they’re put in place to 
make decisions for residents, all residents. They 
just shouldn’t have to do that under loosely veiled 
threats. 

The room erupted in astonished murmurs when 
Michael Weaver, a member of the EDC, said that 
the assembled group in the room wasn’t the largest 
block of voters in the township. It was a bit short on 
tact, sure, but the meaning behind his comments 
were clear, at least to me: We’ve got to look at the 
bigger picture. 

That’s not to say that the township officials 
should simply forget five concerns of the residents 
and I don’t believe they ever intended to do that It 
means they have to factor it into the equation, 
which is something they probably would have done 
even if nobody had shown up at public hearings to 
complain. It’s a difficult line to walk 

My problem with scenario isn’t that the township 
officials are discussing it or the procedure they’re

“It’s simple, straightforward, 
and gives people the opportunity 
to do something positive to help 
out,” Patterson said in a pre¬ 
pared statement It is and does 
all that 

The legislation was intro¬ 
duced in late March and delegat¬ 
ed to the Committee on 
Transportation 

The problem with a guaran¬ 
teed increase in school funding 
is two-fold. It assumes that 


school-funding issues can be 
fixed merely with additional 
money, and that isn’t always the 
case. As difficult as it is for school 
officials, there should be some 
comfort to taxpayers knowing 
that they must maintain a nearly 
constant vigil on expenditures to 
avoid growing merely because 
they have the money to do so. It 
also doesn’t say where the funds 
for these automatic increases 
would come from. There’s only 
so much money to go around, 
after all, and the School Aid 
FUnd already distributes about 
$12.5 billion of it 

A proposal like this most like¬ 
ly won’t bring in as much money 
as a legislatively guaranteed 
annual increase, given that many 


of us will already pay additional 
money for another state spon¬ 
sored fundraiser when they 
renew their license plates - that 
is, if they’ve been hit with traffic 
tickets during the year. It’s also 
not clear that the money paid by 
someone in Canton will go to a 
school in Canton; when the issue 
clears the legislature - as it most 
likely will - we’d like to see some 
effort taken to ensure that the 
funds stay local, if that’s at all 
practical. 

Still, we like this proposal 
because it gives people a chance 
to do something more than just 
write letters and wish for the sky. 
Now, if we could just get some 
legislator to sponsor a bake sale 
to fix some of these roads...

The State Senate recently approved leg¬ 
islation that would ultimately give property 
owners who live near water the ability to do 
routine landscaping without an environ¬ 
mental permit 

The legislation would safeguard people 
from needlessly having to apply for a permit 
before planting flowers, digging a fencepost 
or repairing a seawall. 

Dan Swallow, environmental director for 
Van Buren Township, said the goal of the 
bill to amend soil erosion and sediment 
control, was to cut back on the need of per¬ 
mits for more minor projects. 

‘It clears up when the homeowners have 
to get a permit,” he said. 

Under the new bill, property owners 
would not need a permit for “normal or cus¬ 


tomary” residential landscaping; garden¬ 
ing, assuming the area’s natural elevation 
was not raised; digging holes for fences, 
decks and mailboxes; and stockpiling less 
than 10 cubic yards of soil, sand or gravel at 
least 100 feet from the water. However, it 
still requires a locally issued soil erosion 
permit for any earth changes that disturbs 1 
or more acres or is within 500 feet of a lake, 
stream or wetland. 

The legislation would also let the 
Department of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) issue general permits for landscap¬ 
ing, minor household maintenance and sea¬ 
wall repairs, according to Michigan legisla¬ 
ture. The general permit lets a municipality 
request a DEQ permit for categories of 
activities, which usually means individuals 
do not have to apply for a permit them¬ 
selves. 

“It sets up the ability for the state and 


local authority,” said Swallow. 

Swallow said that he did have concerns 
with the blanketed exemptions of landscap¬ 
ing in the bill, which he said left a gray area 

“I had concerns with a section which 
created exemptions for certain activities 
including: gardening, landscaping, house¬ 
hold maintenance, fencing and preventa¬ 
tive measures. I believe there needs to be 
definitions added for these activities to pre¬ 
vent major or large-scale projects from 
qualifying for this exemption,” he said. 
‘There needed to be more clarification of 
what is meant to be exempted under that 
section. This could be accomplished 
through adding definitions for the exempt¬ 
ed activities or including specific limits in 
this section.” 

Swallow said that it may also be possible 
to accomplish through a DEQ rule-making- 
process, which he would defer to the 


enforcing agencies—DEQ and Wayne 
County. 

He said his concerns with specific-limits 
were addressed to Sen Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton), and were provided in the adopted 
version of the bill. 

Keith Boc, director of the department of 
public services for Belleville, said that the 
legislation change would not affect their 
residents because they already require per¬ 
mits for bigger landscaping projects. 

Both Boc and Swallow said they are not 
concerned that the bill will hurt efforts to 
protect waterways from pollution 

“It won’t because this change doesn’t get 
into the big projects,” said Swallow. 

“We make sure to take a look at anything 
within 500 feet of a lake or stream, which is 
the requirement,” said Boc. “Violations 
aren’t really a problem for us, and if there is 
one, it’s fixed immediately.”

they are entitled.

Mistor said the bank now boasts 
more than $45 million in assets.

Audrey Mistor, president of 
Main Street Bank in Northville, 
said the type of feedback she’s 
received about the bank usually 
comes in two main forms:

Don't Panic If You 
Can't File on April 15 
Get An Extension 


April 15 will be here 
before you know it. If you 
wonl be able to file your 
2004 income tax return 
by then, donl forget to file a Form 4868 with the 
IRS. The extension is automatically granted, 
and it gives you until August 15, 2005, to file 
your return. 

Be aware, however, that an extension to file 
does not extend your time to pay. The IRS will 
still assess interest on any unpaid tax balance. 
In addition, unless you pay at least 90% of your 
estimated tax liability by April 15, you may be 
hit with a late-payment penalty. 

In certain circumstances, even if you have 
no problem submitting your tax returns by the 
April 15 deadline, getting an extension might 
still be a good idea. 

If you arent able to pay all of the taxes that 
you owe by April 15, an extension will allow 
you to defer paying some of your taxes until 
August 15. As long as you have paid 90% of 
your total tax liability by April 15, you should 
not be subject to IRS penalties on the balance 
due. And even though you will owe interest on 
the shortfall, the rate of interest charged by the 


IRS may be less than the cost of borrowing 
elsewhere. 

If you are self-employed and you need a few 
extra months to gather the money necessary to 
pay your income taxes and to fully fund your 
retirement plan, you might also benefit by filing 
for an extension. To deduct contributions made 
to a retirement plan, the contributions must be 
made prior to the due date of the tax return, 
including extensions. By filing a Form 4868 with 
the IRS, you have up to four additional months to 
fund your retirement plan. One strategy 
commonly used by self-employed individuals is 
to pay the full amount of taxes due with the 
extension, and then to fund their retirement plans 
four months later.

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Take a Dashiel) Hammet novel, pump it full of 
steroids, chuck it out a lOth-story window and add a 
vat of blood and that just might scratch the surface of 
the hardboiled noir tale that Frank Miller’s Sin City 
has to offer. 

The new film from director Robert Rodriguez—the 
director who brought moviegoers the Mariachi and 
Spy Kids series—is probably the most visually stun¬ 
ning comic book adaptation ever made. Co-directed 
with Miller himself, Sin City is essentially a frame-by- 
frame remake of Miller’s graphic novel series. 

The two directors spliced together three of the nov¬ 
els: Sin City, That Yellow Basttvxl and That Big Fat Kill 
to offer fans a cinematic walk on the dark side. 

Films such as Dick Ttxicy, Batman, Spiderrnan, The 
Hulk and even Unbwakable have all tried to obtain 
that genuine comic-book feel, each with its own style 
and accomplishments, but have fallen short With Sin 
City, the genre will never be the same. 

Audiences don’t have to be comic book, or graphic 
novel, fans to enjoy the movie. 

The film is primarily in black and white, which 
adds to the authentic noir feel. However, each frame, 
which seems like Rodriguez and Miller plucked right 
off'the page of the graphic novel and pasted onto cellu¬ 
loid, is splashed with just a touch of color. It might be a 
head of blond hair, a pair of sparkling green eyes, a 
pair of red lips or splatters of blood, but color is there - 
just not everywhere. 

The movie has three separate stories that are loose¬ 
ly connected by the acquaintance of some of the char¬ 
acters, all residents of Basin City Basin is simply the 


place where God washed his hands of all the evil in 
•the world, leaving behind a city infested with crimi¬ 
nals, hookers and cops that are just as corrupt as the 
streets they walk 

The first story involves Marv (Mickey Rourke), a 
hulking Band-Aid clad outcast misanthrope with a pro¬ 
clivity for nice coats, who swears vengeance on the 
person responsible for the death of Goldie (Jaime 
King)—his one true love. 

Although they spent only one night together, Marv is 
overcome by his love for Goldie, who is a hooker run¬ 
ning from some terrible evil, and vows to bring her 
killer to justice by his own means. And his means 
aren’t pretty. 

He overcomes the odds, which includes an army of 
cops and a maniacal cannibalistic killer (Elijah Wood), 
with the help of Goldie’s twin sister (Jaime King again) 
and his parole officer (Carla Gugino). He takes care of 
the killer but evil always seeps its way down and his 
hunt sends turn looking in a higher place. 

The second story involves Dwight (Clive Owen), the 
clandestine love of Shellie (Brittany Murphy) who 
spends his night defending his former flame Gail 
(Rosario Daw'son) and the rest of the Old Town© girls 
from Jackie Boy (Benicio Del Thro). 

Jackie Boy is a loose cannon cop and former 
boyfriend of Shellie who still thinks they're a couple.

The brown paper blocking the

“I’d been with them for 22 
years, and I had done three trans¬ 


fers in five years,” said Mewha “I 
was going to be transferred again 
if I stayed with my company.” 

In the end, Mewha said that 
she decided to leave her company 
and enter a new occupation in her 
adopted hometown. 

“The gallery had actually been 
something in my mind—and in my 
husband’s mind—for years,” she 
said. “We’ve been collectors for a 
long time, so we had said that 
when we retired, that would be 
our retirement thing.” 

The name of the gallery was 
also decided years ago. Mewha 
said that in the first year of their 
marriage, she and her husband 
had decided that when they final¬ 
ly opened their gallery, they would 
combine their names (Sherri and 
Russ) to create the name. 

Not everything went exactly as 
planned, though. 

“My actual business plan when
